William H. Weeten, longtime resi- 
dent of Menlo Park and Mayor of 


this city from 1928 to 1936, died at | 


two o’clock yesterday morning ..at 
his home 1458 El Camino Real. He 
was 72 years old. 

One of the most popular men in 
Menlo Park, Mr. Weeden was al- 
ways interested in civic and social 
welfare and could be counted on at 
all times to aid in any project for 
the betterment of the city. 

Mr. Weeden was for 30 years a 
member of San Mateo lodge 1112 
BPOE and a charter member of 
Menlo Parlor, NSGW. He served on 
several grand juries and at one time 
was building inspector of Atherton. 

He was the son of Charles C. and 
Adeline Hunt Weeden who came to 
California in the early 60’s and set- 
tiled in San Francisco where Charles 
‘Weeden worked on the construction 
of Palace Hotel and other buildings 

Later the parents moved to Men- 
lo Park where the father went into 
business for himself, building among 
others, the Flood and Milton La- 
tham (later the Timothy Hopkins) 
mansions. 

In 1906 William H. Weeden start- 
ed in the contracting business with 
hhis two brothers, C. M. (Ben) and 
the late J. E. (Ed) Weeden. Under 
the name “Weeden Brothers” the 
firm built many of the fine homes 
in Menlo Park and Atherton as 
well as the present Central School 
building and the grammar school 
at Woodside. 

Mr. Weeden married Emma Buck- 
bee of New York, 55 years ago. 
Their three children, Mrs. Isabelle 
Lindquist, the late William Weeden 
and Charles Weeden, were born in 
Menlo Park. 

Always interested in politics, Mr. 
‘Weeden was a close friend of the 
late James Rolfe, mayor of San 
Francisco and later governor of 
California. The two men so resem- 
bled each other that one often took 
the place of the other at political 
rallies and banquets long enough 
for either to acknowledge the ap- 
plause meant for the other and 
then appeared side by side to the 
complete confusion of the audience. 

Mr. Weeden, in poor health for 
several years, had been confined to 
his home for the past six months. 
Last week, his condition took a 
sudden turn for the worse and his 
family gave up all hope for his 


‘recovery. ~« 


Beside his wife, son and daughter, 
Mr. Weeden is survived by a bro- 
ther, Charles Weeden, Roble Ave- 
nue; a sister, Mrs. Abbie Driscoll, 
Santa Cruz Avenue; two grand 
children, Emma Roberta Lindquist 
and William Lindquist; a great 
grand child, Barbara Lindquist and 
a foster great grand child, Mary 
Lee Lindquist. A sister, Eliza Wee- 
den died some years ago. 

Services will be conducted tonight 
by Menlo Parlor Native Sons at the 
Roller and Hapgood chapel in Palo 
Alto at eight o’clock. Funeral ser- 
vices will be held Saturday morn- 
ing ten o’clock at Trinity Episcopal 
Church, on Pine Street. Interment 
will be in the family plot at Cy- 
press Lawn Cemetery.

There are no more holdouts on 
deeds for the Santa Cruz Avenue 
Improvement Project, City Engin- 
eer Edwin H. Smith announced 
Tuesday night following the City 
Council meeting. 

He said all property owners either 
have turned over title to their land 
or have come to an agreement with 
the city and have promised to do 
SO. 


In a surprise move earlier that 
evening, Charles and Frank Bra- 
dy, owners of the northwest cor- 
ner of Santa Cruz Ave. and EIl- 
Camino Real who were suing the 
city for a permit to build a ser- 
vice station at that location), of- 
fered through their attorney to 
give up any protest if the city 
would designate a sidewalk along 
their side of the entrance to the 
parking lot. 


Otherwise, their attorney pointed 
out, his clients would lose the use 
of five feet of their property when a 
commercial building is built there 
because they would have to provide 
their own sidewalk. 

At the suggestion of City En- 
gineer Ed Smith, the City Coun- 
cil agreed to mark off a sidewalk 
area on each side of the entrance 
and decided to extend the side- 
walk area along all the stores fa- 


; cing El Camino Real. 


As the entrance will be 30 feet 
wide, the actual width of the road- 
way, minus two four-foot sidewalks, 
will be 22 feet. 

“We don’t want to gum up the 
whole improvement job,” the Bra- 
dys’ attorney declared. “I think the 
sidewalk will answer the problem.” 

The council postponed the pub- 
lic hearing on letting unpaid as- 
sessments go to bonds until the next 
council meeting because some ne- 
gotiations are still pending. A reso- 
lution to pay for land to be used 
for the parking lot was passed. 

Meanwhile, the Santa Cruz Pro- 
ject is progressing. Trees have been 
removed along Santa Cruz Ave. 
and side streets, and sidewalks were 
laid on the west sie of Chestnut St.

Charles and Frank Brady and 
Katherine Allert, owners of the 
northwest corner of the downtown 
intersection, filed suit early this 
| year, asking the court to issue a 
writ of mandate directing the coun- 
cil to grant a building permit for a 
service station at that corner. 

The council earlier had refused to 
issue the permit because gas sta- 
tions are not permitted in the com- 
mercial zone according to city or- 
dinance. They are considered a fire 
and safety hazard. 


The Bradys contended the ordin- 
ance was discriminatory and invalid, 
as proved by the fact that the city 
had allowed renovation of a gas 
station at Live Oak and El Camino 
Real and erection of a pumping 
station at Evelyn St. and Santa Cruz 
Avenue. 


The city, however, maintained 
that granting a permit for remod- 
eling of the gas station was a mis- 
take and that the pumps were a 
private supply for a taxi company. 

Fire Chief Thomas Cuff testified 
that gas stations constitute a fire 
hazard; Police Chief Jack Yount 
claimed they are a safety hazard, 
and City Engineer Ed Smith de- 
clared that they are contrary to 
good city planning when located on 
main thoroughfares 
areas. 

The trial was held in June, and 
then the opposing lawyers were 
asked to submit briefs to the judge. 
The judge’s decision was 
this week. 

James T. O’Keefe Jr. is city at- 
torney and Norman Menifee is at- 
torney for thé Bradys. 

Gas stations now located in the 
commercial zones were there be- 
fore the ordinance went into effect 
and cannot be altered or repaired.

| Police Chief Jack Yount said his 
| Week that he is satisfied with the 
| enforcement of gambling laws with- 
jin the City of Menlo Park. 

He said he feels that gambling is 
a minor offense, and that most 
people would favor repeal of the 
state law prohibiting it. 

He has tried to stop illegal pay- 
ments over the counter on amuse- 
ment machines, he declared, but 
has not been successful because he 
has never been able to get anyone 
to agree to swear in court as a wit- 
ness. Persons have come to him, 
he added, and have told him they 
have witnessed or received payoffs, 
but none of them would help pros- 
ecute the case. 


Asked by a Recorder reporter if 
he would cooperate in organizing 
an investigating committee, as was 
Cone at San Carlos, to find out if 
payments actually were being made 
here, he replied, 

“We’ve done our job. We are 
satisfied.” 

He stated, however, that he would 
follow up any incriminating evi- 
dence submitted by such a commit- 
tee. 

Yount commented that the anti- 
gambling law is unpopular, as pro- 
hibition allegedly was, and remark- 
ed that he believes the law should 
be repealed. 

His personal opinion is that the 
|horse racing interests are behind 
the movement against repeal, be- 
cause they want to keep their mon- 
opoly on legalized gambling. 

Raffles, penny ante and play- 
ing marbles for keeps are illegal, 
too, Yount pointed out and then

Labor Day Logic 


There are some gocd looking posters around town headed 
“LABOR DAY.” 


In patriotic red, white and blue these cheerful cards show 
Uncle Sam with his hands placed lovingly on the shoulders of 
two fine companions. On his right is LABOR,-—an up-standing, 
clean, working man in overalls, neat shirt and crisp cap. On 
his Jeft Uncle Sam’s arm encircles CAPITAL,—a smartly 
dressed (also up-standing) business executive, in single breast- 
ed‘coat and new fedora. 


“Capital’’ and ‘‘Labor’’ are smiling at each other with 
genuine affection, while Uncle Sam smiles at us. Beneath is 
written, ‘With cooperation between Capital and Labor let 
America go forward with Work, Production and Democracy 
for All,” which is truly a ‘consummation devoutly to be wish- 
eded.”’ 


No doubt the key word on this card is meant to be “’co- 
operation,” but there is another one equally significant,—the 
word “let.” For who would not ‘‘let’’ there be cooperation, 
since ‘let’ implies willingness or giving permission? More than 
this is needed. 


Cooperation for Democracy demands more than our per- 
mission; it calls for the counscious courage that backs up our 
inner intentions of good will with our outward operations to- 
word this end. 


The phrase ‘'Capitgl and Labor” is used by most of us ob- 
jectively, as something entirely external to our individual ex- 
perience. Yet most of us are both laborers and capitalists to 
a degree. To “‘let’’ Capital and Labor cooperate could well sig- 
nify “let us learn to get along with ourselves.” 


Never can cooperation become universal until it becomes 
local, and local cooperation is founded upon individual inten- 


tion and effort. 


The trend, since the beginning of this century, has been 
toward increasing wages and decreasing work. The first al- 
ways seems humanitarian and right in so far as it is possible. 
But higher wages with a lessening effort to produce leads to 
loss of self respect and then to economic disaster,—against, 
rather than for, Democracy. 


No man or woman should be over-worked. But only 
when each gives to his daily task the best within him is any 
laborer worthy of his hire. 


Labor leaders have come in for justifiable criticism. 
Strikes and disputes are constantly spotlighted in press and 
radio. But of the millions of wage earners we hear little, while 
we feel sure they would be benefitted by wiser leadership. 


Labor unions are essential to a strong America, but nei- 
ther the public, nor congress, nor the unior members them- 
selves will ever accept the argument that Unions can do no 
wrong and therefore should not be regulated. 


Veterans, Don’t Procrastinate 


It hardly seems possible that veterans with the intention 


present themselves at universities on registration day without 
a scrap of paper to prove they are veterans, or any evidence to 
show that they have completed courses that would make them 
eligible for college work. Yet thousands of them are expected 
to do this very thing in about a month, hoping also to receive 
subsistence checks at once. 


Without further comment on how some of them “got that 
way’’ we suggest that all veterans wishing to attend school this 
fall make their applications immediately. Many will be shut 
out of the schools and the courses of their choice because 
these are already overcrowded. Many will have to enroll in 
Junior Colleges which have more vacancies. Whatever the 
answer it will help in the adjustment to act now and not later. 


It is encouraging to know that two-thirds of the veterans 
enrolled in educational institutions last spring were taking 
courses that have definite ‘‘job’’ objectives. Engineering

Stanford, was born near Canton, 
China, thirty-eight years ago.

Editor, Menlo Park Recorder: 
I was interested in your editorial | 


entitled “Foundation for Mental 
Health,” which appeared in the 
Menlo Park Recorder August Ist. I 
am hoping you will run another 
article on this subject. 

The mental health movement 
needs public support just as the 
tuberculocis, cancer or crippled chil- 
dren’s problems needs public sup- 
port. Perhaps the need to promote 
public support of the mental prob- 
lem is more urgent than others be- 
cause the mental phase of health 
involves a world of ideas, more in- 
tangible and specialized than physi- 
cal illness. (However many physical 
illmesses have their psychic and 
emotional components and _ the 
whole: personality must be treated 
to insure the best recovery.) 


Since it is estimated that about 
one in ten will at sometime need 
psychiactric advice or care it fol- 
lows that specialty trained physi- 
cians, nurses and attendants are 
needed in this field. At present 
there are 4000 psychiatrists in the 
United States. This number is en- 
tirely inadequate to give most ef- 
fective preventive and therapeutic 
treatment to the mentally ill. Bor- 
derline cases could be detected early 
and many months of illness pre- 
vented if enough skilled personnel 
was available. 


Capable, kindly and responsible 
persons can do a real service in the 
healing and rehabilitation of the 
mentally sick. Much progress has 
been made toward this goal since 
Clifford Beers organized the Na- 
tional Mental Hygiene Society and 
wrote, “The Mind that Found It- 
self.” 


Let’s get behind the Mental 
Health movement as we do behind 
movements to overcome tuberculo- 
sis, infantile paralysis, cancer and 
other insidious enemies to health. 
We can do this by informing our- 
selves, by supporting legislation 
concerning mental health, by fos- 
tering intelligent and humane at- 
titudes in ourselves and others.

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Anderson Claims Taft Bill Will Give 
Labor More Freedom Than Wagner Act 


Friend or foe of Jack Anderson, 
no one can doubt that the Califor- 
nia Congressman keeps his ear to 
the ground that he may be in tune 
with the problems that concern his 
constituents. 


And, after hearing one of his 
many speeches in the counties that 
comprise his district, it is equally 
obvious that Anderson is not going 
to have much loafing time on his 
hands during the months that Con- 
gress is closed. He is booked for a 
round of talks and will also be “at 
home” in his San Jose office for 
innumerable conferences. All of 
which shows the congressman’s in- 
tention to keep Californians inform- 
ed of his activities and his determ- 
ination to respond to their requests. 

Speaking berore an auaience of 
both men and women, Deniocrats 
and Republicans, at the Benjamin 
Franklin Hotel on Tuesday night, 
Anderson brought forth repeated 
applause with his clearly defined 
reports of actions taken by the 
80th Congress, which reporting on 
Washington, the speaker said, was 
both a duty and a pieasure. 

More time was given by Anderson 
to the much discussed Taft-Hartley 
Bill, which he says has been so 
greatly maligned that it is not 
rightly understood. He wants the 
people of his state to know that this 
bill does not enslave, does not make 
strikes illegal, does not prohibit 
bargaining between employers and 
Labor unions. He declared that the 
laboring man and woman will find 


niore freedom under the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act than under the former Wag- 
ner Act. 


Among other matters handled by 
the 80th congress, “a congress that 
deliveres the goods” as Anderson 
called it, the congressman spoke 
briefly on the unification of armed 
forces, reduction of Federal budget, 
removal of war-time controls and 
other issues.

As Dickerson was being sentenced, 
Police Chief Jack Yount received a 
letter from Oregon state authorities, 
putting a hold on Dickerson. They 
said he had jumped a parole and is 
a fugitive from the Oregon State 
Prison, where he had served part of 
a three-year sentence for grand 
larceny. 

He also has served 16 months in 
the United States Penitentary at 
McNeill Island, Yount said, and has 
other criminal records.

Before the department was es- 
tablished boys who passed through 
the criminal courts went directly to 
confinement for their periods of 
punishment. Now there are seven 
schools in California where voca- 
tional training is provided, where 
the boys are carefully guided and 
directed, then helped to find jobs 
and homes when so prepared. 

In consigning boys to the various 
schools the nature of the crime is 
not a determining factor, said 
Thornton. Each boy is given a per- 
sonal interview; his future is plan- 
ned by counselors who study his 
individual case. “Of the thousands 
already on parole a very small per- 
cent have given later trouble. Four 
thousand are now holding positions 
after their training and are trying 
to adjust themselves to life. Two 
thousand are at present in the 
California institutions (schools), 
being prepared for parole. 

In California alone 50,000 young 
men between the ages of 18 and 20 
were booked for criminal offenses 
in 1946. In this age group were 50 
percent of the auto thefts, 45 per- 
cent of the burglaries, 28 percent of 
armed robberies and 20 percent of 
the rape cases. The majority of 
these were whites, contrary to some 
speculations. Only one in four were 
Mexican and one in three Negro. 

The fault can nearly always be 
traced to the boy’s background, 
said Mr. Thornton. Young criminals 
usually come from criminal or brok- 
en homes, where alcoholism or un- 
moral influences make their im- 
pressions early. Boys of 15 and 16 
are now presenting the biggest 
problems,—boys who have already 
been arrested o few times and have 
become hardened.
